Prince Aletimder entered flpon his reign 
with no special xepatation. He was one of 
a tribe of

that tho world knew httle of and cared loss 
for. But he has mettle iii him. He hasi 
proved his courage, hia roHOurees and ability 
bom m llie uuuiiuil ohambcr aua on tbo 
baltk'fit lil. Given a reasouable chauco ho 
would have achieved sncouss. There is 
something about his entire bearing that re- 
vived our inedioival ideas of a king. But 
tlaa formg leader of a young nation— at best 
a few millions strong— oonld make no head- 
woy against an emperor of 80,000,000, 
backed by another of almost eqaalstrength. 
He could have fought and for a time might 
have held his own, but it would ouly have 
been for a time. It is both discreet and 
merciful — as he muHt go — tof^o before there 
is more bloodnhed. If tho Balkan .statos 
could have combined, they might have held 
the Danube and tho niouutainH, even 
against "tho whiskered Piindours aud litrco 
Huasars" of bo brutal a potoutiito aa Alex- 
ailder III. But they are not combined, and 
there is no common bond of union amongst 
them. Milan is at best but a feeble per- 
sonage, aud the king of Bonmania, ,whilu 
neither destitutf of judgment OE gOTerning 
capacity, is only a inijipet iu the hands ol 
his big neighbor. As for the ilontonogriu 
chief, he iaHimi)ly a lliisKiau feudatory re- 
oeiviug as iniiny ruiiblea from the govern- 
ment at St. I'ctersljiirj^ na ho does from his 
poverty-iitviekeu .Hubjocla. Iu tho midst of 
these hoHtile intoreats and mutual jealou.n- 
ies

could bo oilerod, and that being bo, Alex- 
ander has displayed both wisdom and 
courage iu b iwiiig to the inevitable. If 
Austria does not uonceivo her interest to 
be imperilled by a Russian lodgment 
south of the Danube and won't endanger 
the life of a Hungarian to step her ad- 
vance, it is manifest that a small state or 
a handful of small i<titea cannot do it. 
As for tho other pow(u':) of Kiiropo, thoy 
are imp.'t.'nt. Tho I'urka would light if 
they had funds, but thuy hiivo not. Italy 
and England both symputhiso with (.he 
Bulgarians, and aa far as friendly words 
go, no doubt they have supplied Ale.xand- 
er with a surfeit of them. But platonie 
advice inorely — whom thn conBcionceloas 
autocrati like the Knipuror.? of Ru.ssia 
are conconiud— go a very litt'.o way, un- 
less it is b;icked up by caiiiuin balls. As 
Turkey cannot throw ihcio, and aa Eng- 
land and Italy won't, the deapota will got 
their own way again. 

Al'TKR MUCH HUPPEKINO, 

Mr. Sairniol Morloy has at hiat aucciimb 
od to the illneaa with wliich ho has ao 
long boon alllicted, and thousands, or ra- 
ther tens of thousands of Englishmen 
will mourn hia death. There was not a 
more gonoroua, uprit'lit, ir Hinnlo-rninded 
man engaged in puljiio lifo in tliis coun- 
try He waa endowed with lurj^o wealth, 
aud he uaod it well and wisely. He occu- 
. pied mucii the aanio poaitioii as a com- 
moner to benevolent and philanthropic 
lioatitatiotis.thBtithu lata ;Lord Shaftea- 
iiiury did as a peer. Scores of charitiblo 
organizitioiis and hundreds of deaervini^ 
men are iiidebljd to iMr Morley for cor- 
dial aid in the hour of need. Ho waa a 
liberal iu politica— as much, perhaps, 
from sympathy, as from ci>nvictiona. All 
his feelings were kindly. Wherever there 
was a case' of aibknesa, suffering or injus- 
tice, he was moved to succor it. He 
would never t ike any rowiird.

THE MUNICIPAL DEADLOCK. 

Wlion tho Icfjialnturo took away the 
power of tho niiiyor to Hit iiiid voto as a 
oouucilli: r thoy rcBorvtd to hiiii the right 
to give tho oaatiiig vote aa chairman 
Formerly his worship voted aa a oouDcil 
lor and enjoyed a ca&ting vote when a tie 
oocurred U3 well. Tho ousting voto hua 
been uooJ on Eiwerul oocaaioiia, and no one 
dreamed of (lucbtioning hia woi'ship's right 
to exurciae it. On Wudiieaday nieht, 
howovur, tho mayor hiiuaolf ruiaad an ob- 
ejection — that is he refused to vote whea a 
tltie' .owurred,^^ The matter waa of aome 
Importauco. I'TKo ooiinoil had resolved to 
appoint a suporintendont of atreot work, 
and uftor auvonil balloti had boen taken 
thoro cauie a tio betvfoon W, Tierney and 
W. Irvino, who stood 4 and 4. When this 
waa reported to hia worahip he flatly re- 
fused to vote at all. The rules of order 
" governing the oounoil were produced and 
bis worahip was informed that he was re- 
quired iiiidor th(<m to give the caaling 
veto. Ilia worahip replied that the mat- 
ter rejtod imtiroly with himself — ho could 
voto or not, aa ho saw fit — tlio act was 
pormisaivo, not imporativo. Thia conten- 
tion being called in queation, the olerk 
dived down tho corkaorew. ataira and pre- 
aently apiioarod with a copy of the ati- 
tutoa of iSSG, Irlis worahip read clauao 
14, aa follows: — "Nutwithstanding any- 
thinij in any act contiinod, the 
mayor, roovo, cliairinan, or presiding of- 
ficer lit any meeting of the council 
SSHALL have a casting vote in all cases of 
equality of votes, and ahall have no other 
vote. The word "shall," the mayor ar- 
gued, meant tliat he might vote or not, aa 
lif saw fit. Finding hia worahip 
inllexible four of the councilmon broke 
for the corkacrow leaving the council with- 
out a quorum. With all due respect for 
the ponatruction hia worship places on the 
law we differ with him altogether. If ho 
will not give tho casting vote he muat 
leave tho chair. The law is imperative, 
It coufei-y an oblij;ation, not a privilege, 
and that obligation lie is boond to dia- 
.oharge under pain of being brought be- 
fore the aupreniQ court on a writ of qxw 
vwranto. This is an extreme msaauro 
and one which, it is hoped, his worship 
will render uiinecesaary by votmg at the 
next regular mooting without further dia- 
euaaion or ado. It ia a pity, now that tho 
body ia approaching its laet quarter, that 
the harmony which has prevailed an.ong 
its members should be disturbed by the 
ill conaidered course of the mayor in de- 
clining to discharge an important 
function that pertains to the position 
which he haa filled with signal ability. 

THE NAVIES OF TEE WORLD. 

A return made recently to the British 

parliament of the sirength of European 
jiaviea givua material for forming some 
estimate of the comparative efficiency of 
the navy our government is now building. 
Tho larguat and faateat European war ves- 
sels belong to Italy. Her largest ship, 
the Italia, h;ia a displacement of nearly 
14,000 t ins, or about 3000 more than uny 
other war vuasol afloat. Notwithstanding 
thia enormous bulk, the Italia steams 18 
knots an hour, while the fastest armor- 
clad in the British navy ia tho Colossus, 
9,160 tons, which attains li).4 knots. The 
Italia carries the heaviest guns of any ves- 
sel afloat, oonsistiDB of four breec': -load- 
ing guna of 10^ inches caliber t.;: ' eight 
of aix irichea caliber. Two other vaBseli, 
the Duilo and tho Dandulo, nearly ap- 
proach the Italia in size and armament. 
Altogether Italy has eleven war veaaola of 
the iirst claas, and is building seven more 
with three of the second claas. She haa 
one torpedo veaael completed aud eleven 
in progreaa, with fifty-five torpedo 
boata and twonly-eighl in progreis. 
Although England has a larger navy than 
any other power, most of her vessels are 
unprotected by armor or only partially so. 
She has twenty turret armor-dads com- 
pleted and Bix more in progress. Her 
largeat guna — eight tona in weight and of 
16-inch calibiir — are carried by the In- 
flexible, but they are muzzle-loading. 
One of tho voseola now in progress, the 
Sanspareil, with others of smaller caliber, 
will carry two 110-ton guna, and with 
their completion England will then have 
the hoavi«,-t bi.ttory afloat. Seven armed 
cruiaora of 5,000 tona are building, throe 
barbette ahipa are completed aud six more 
are in progress, and there are t iventy-nine 
broadside ships also in commitsion. When 
the ahipa in progress are completed Eng- 
land will have throe vesKols of between 
11,000 and 12,000 tona, built to compete 
in aize (111(1 arniamont with Italy's three 
great iiiniibter.i. France haa 10 firet claas 
armor-clada, one uf ovtr 11,000 tmis, aud 
13 (jthora uru in progrcs.^. All tliu guna are 
breech-loadera, whilu Eiiglaiul'a animinunt 
is mostly of muzzle-loadurH. The 
largest French guns are 14-iuch caliber. 
Franco haa 12 armor-clads of the aecond 
class, the largoHt having a diflplaceniont 
<jf (iOOO lulls. itusaia ha.'i aix armored 
veaacla in tho Black Sea fleet and 15 bat- 
tery ships and monitors, with 6 belted 
cruisers in the Baltic fleet. Germany 
has ].". nriiiorod vesaols, rancing from 
•WM to under 10,001), and carrying guna 
of uol mure than a little over 10 inches 
caliber. She has also 14 of a amaller 
olaas under 2000 tons. Austria has 10 
armored vessels of from 6000 to over 7000 
toni. Oonopared with these groat fleets 
the United States navy will appear very 
Hinall. The largi'st of the new veasela 
whoao CDijstructiun has been authorized 
by congreaa are two 0000-ton iroii-clada. 
They are, however, to have a epoed of 10 
' 'Iniots an hour, faster than uny Fnidiali 
' vessel now afloat, The bill passed by the 
last congress provides for one cruiaur 
which is to possess tho highest practicable 
iipoed, and whioh,henoe,ought to equal or 
exceed tho eighteen knots an hour of the 
lulia.

j influence either in the woatorii or eaatorn 
portion of tho Bdkan atates. Austro- 

' Hungary tiriiily adheres to tho 
Dirlin treaty, whilst it is .upheld 

[ siilhciontly to correspond with Aus- 
tro Hungary's intereatii. Austro Hungary 
haa taken no stt'iia on behalf of the kid- 
nappci'.s of rrinoo Alexander. Sho has 
.ilrcaily warned Bulgaria in her own in- 
t'.'ruil again.-.t the adoption of any liaaty 
rcaolution uiid renults that would bo sure 
t'i ensure therefrom. In 1868 I stated in 
referesico to tho Eastern queetion that it 
was niy private o[)ini(ui, that in the ovtnl 
ot cliaiigoii occurring in the East our in- 
terodta would ret|uire that nations iiiliali- 
itiiig that portion of I'Jurope should form 
tlh-io iolvea into independeiit atatea accord- 
ing to thoir aeparato individualtius. Tiiia 
opinion ia now shared by the Austro- 
Uungarian foreign ministry. "Aa regards 
Auatro-Hungary's alliance with (ler- 
many," continued the premier, "there Ikis 
been no change in Auatro-Hungary's for- 
eign relation. NYo st-.nd with Germany 
on tho old baais. Wo have no doubt we 
shall be able to pteaont the mutual con- 
ditiona neceaaary to the oxiatence of ea-^h 
state without endangering the general 
peace. We regard the treaty of Berlin as 
still in force, allhourrh it haa boon vio- 
lated in certain cases tho Uioat serious of 
which occurred last year in 
Eastern Kouinclia. We be- 
lieve the treaty of Berlin ought 
to be maintained nor haa any power in- 
formed us of its having assumed a contrary 
position. Auatro-Htingary adheres to her 
repeatedly declared opinion that should 
Turkey claim the right occorded in the 
liallian penin.sula no otlior power would be 
eiitilleil to resort to runinl iuterferoiice or 
the cnlablihhuK-iit of a protectorate there ; 
al.so that no change in constitutional or 
torritorial relationa in or can bo efl'octod 
without tho coiiKi'iit of the powers signatory 
to tho treaty of Borliii. TlioHo are the out- 
linos of our aiuiB which wo hope will bo 
HucccBsful aud be attained iu harmony with 
the powers and without disturbing the 
peace of Europe. We shall not endanger 
the aucoesa of our endeavors by any prema- 
ture declarationB in grand phrases. To 
attain this end wo will labor with caliuuesH 
which ia doubly uceonsary in theao critical 
timea. We ahall lahor with luodoratiou but 
at tho same time with earueatneKS and reso- 
lution." When Herr Tizza fuiisbed he 
was greeted with choera from all parts of 
the house.

Sproiile Again Reprieved. 

Yesterday afternoon a telegram was re- 
ceived by Mr. Justice Gray from the de- 
puty minister of juatiae inatcuoting him 
that the prisoner Sproule who was to have 
been hanged at ei^'ht o'clock this morn- 
iair within the Victoria choI, had boon 
farther reprieved until Frid.iy, October 
.2Btb. Jostioe Gray imiuudi:itely iiotitied 
the sheriff, and, procuediiig to thu kuoI, 
and in the presence of that ufliccr end tho 
vrardon notitied the pnsoaur of tho con- 
tents of tiio deapalcii. The foclii)f,'a witii 
ffhich tho news was receivod, can pijilups 
only bu churoutjlily ri;ali:ied tiy thoao whi> 
have been, or fancy tlioy liavo beun, at 
death's door. As a matter of fuel tho 
ooffin had been made, tho rnpe tctt^d, and 
a Bitij selected for tho sciilfold; and had 
but tho telegraph lines been in their nor- 
mal condition— down, tho respite would 
have arrived too late. The particuliu- 
reaBOU for this last roprievo ia at proaont 
what its result may be — ooujectural. 

The enrpriae created amongst the pub- 
lic yesterday when it bt'camo noised thiiL 
another roprievu had boon uidoied was, 
ill tho minds of many, quickly auccuodod 
by a feeling that a travesty was boin}j; 
made of juslicu, it ihu oxccutinu had 
tsk'en place this morning, and the notili- 
catioD that^np , further reprieve would be 
granted have remained a fact, we should 
have said that"the oiuta of juatico, thi)Ut;h 
rondored tardy by tlio K!i;al ell'orU on Ijo- 
hulf of iho priaoni:!', had bcun altain,-.!. 
But now aftwr thiu reH[iito, aliiii.'.sl at llia 
foot of the acair.ild, IIilto can bo nu doubl 
that it would bo the rutinuiueut of ctuolty 
to carry out the extreme penalty. The 
prisoner, as all know, was found guilty in 
December last year, after an intorval of 
six months from the oomniission of the 
crime. Nino more mouths elapsed, and 
still the courts announced that they saw 
no reason for staying tho execution of the 
sentence, and the minister of justice had 
notified that he doolined to interfuru. 
The condemned man must have, duriiif' 
the tension of many jrepriovcs, aiiti'orud 
muntal anguish t > a do^ioo buHioient to 
atone for his crinu', hoinnua as il was. 
The law aims at an iMiuipniBj of pu"-- 
meut to crime, and thy torroia of'y 
scaffold havo boeu, in this caao inllly 
as fully as though'the grim proceasn.

A Deputation Reqnests a Kc- 
laxatiou «r the Terms. 

And Get No Sniisfnction. 

HoiiA, Sept. 30. — General Kaulbars to- 
day received a deputation of prominent 
liulgariana, who called upon him to en- 
deavor to induce him to withdraw or modi- 
fy his circular. Tho deputation was com- 
posed of 114 of tho must respected aud 
influential citizens of the principality, head- 
ed by Dr. Nottielieil', who acted as spokus- 
niiiu. He stated to Kaull)a!s that tho 
circular had surprised the Bulgarian people 
and asked him to reconsider the Kussian 
ilemauils, piirtieuhirly that for tho postpono- 
luent of tho eloctiouH for two months. The 
nation was anxious to speodiiy settle tho 
choice of tho prince to ocoupy tho Bulgari- 
an throne. In addition to that modifica- 
tion the doctor said the people desire Kuh- 
sia to \vitbdraw the demand for the imme- 
diate raising of the state of siege; also the 
demand for instant release of prisouois in 
custody for complicity in tho couj) d'elut. A 
contiiiiiation of the state of nie(.^e was the 
only .nuarantee the governiuont had foi' the 
preservation of peace, which the real 
of Europe desired as well as Bulgaria. 
Bclgi'riaiia behoving that the Cx.ir liad no 
desire to prolong the crisis begged Gener- 
al Kaulbars to telegraph to him to haaten 
the choice of a Prince. The constitution 
(ititiulutod that the Grand Subranjo elect- 
ed to seleet the rulor uhould muel within 
ono month after tho election. In regard 
to the liberation of political prisoners Dr. 
NottieliL-U said it was a dangerous pre- 
cedent to establish to liberate prisoners 
withont trial or punishment. Kaulbars 
said in reply that the Bulgarians knew 
very well that tho C/.ar had their prosper- 
ity at heart, but ho added they niu.it con- 
fide in tho Czar and carry out his wiahes. 
Ur. Nottieheff interrupted (jieniual Ivaul- 
bars at this point and said if that ia all 
you have to say we will retire." The de- 
putation then withdrew.

The grain 
was 8, id by tho judges to bo among 
the beet they had over seen auywhoru, 
while Braokman andKer, North Baanicb, 
again swept the board of prizes with their 
oatnionl and flour e.thibits.

Norwich, Sept. 4. — Dr. Lefingwell 

o{ Lef&ingwellton, has a remarkable 
cow. In appearance ahe is like all the 
reat of his herd, a red animal of raedi- 
um size, wick crooked horns, and she 
in a fairly good milker.

A man tried to save them and 
got dragged in, and while the children 
were s tojiiied by some rqoks which 
lilooked the way, the man was wuHliiid 
on abiuit two hundred feet, and only 
Hnvfid his life by clinging to tho top of 
a lamp post. A woman who was stand- 
ing at the back of a house was caught 
and dashed through a doorway and in- 
to tiie corner of the front room, and 
wlion the dcstnictive work cnused peo- 
ple, attracted by her cries, found hor 
standing in the corner covered to the 
neck with rubbish And; bouldnrs, which 
BO closely encircled her that tbe use of 
crowbars and picks for half an hour 
wore requiretl before she could bo ex- 
tricated.

A Tear's Salyatlon Army; Work 
Iu London. 

The annual report of the Salraliou 
Army's operations in London has been 
i'ssued, from which it appears that 
there are about eight thousand "sol- 
diers" exclusive of tbqseun- the train- 
ing homo, working in the metropolis, 
and it is clainiBd that during tho year 
ended April 30th last 10,000 souls 
were saved. Tho work in Marylebone 
has been very succossful, although the 
Salvationist have received some very 
rough treatmenii , The report states: 
"Our lasses dresses haee been torn from 
tbhoir bodies; onr girl ofHcors have 
bad to lead their corps to victory with 
black eyes;" aud further on says: "At 
Romford the foes of earth and hell 
have united to overthrow the corps. 
We «re driven to the streets, where 
until'a few weeks ago, kicks and cuffs 
were as common as 'Hallelujahs' 
among Salvationists. Our good old 
friend the big drum is a perfect 
auxiliary to our work." During the 
year about three hundred soldiers en- 
tered the . Clapton Training Home. 'J'he 
balance sheet shqws that for this year 
the London income from all iiourccr- 
was 115,951. Of this .Cli^lll^ was col- 
lectedfpy the local divisions, and the 
whole sum le.^s .'iO."., paid from head- 
quarters forjthe leut of biiildiugb. The 
remainder (of the income was spi ir iu 
lalariei, printing, traveling expsuses, 
rates and taxes, etc. — Fall Mall Gaz- 
ette.
